North American Jews have stepped up their 
campaign to save the black Jews. of Ethiopia, 
and the controversy over ‘quiet. diplomacy: 

is growing louder, reports LEON HADAR. 


ISRAELIS who regard the issue of 
Ethiopian Jews as a marginal one 
will be surprised to learn that the 
plight of the Falashas is becoming a 
major topic on the agenda of the 
American-Jewish community. 
There are several reasons for this: 
the fight for Soviet Jewry hus 
reached a stalemate with the 
renewal of the Cold War; Israel is 
nu longer seen as facing a major 
threut to its existence; there is grow- 
ing wwureness among young 
American Jews concerning the lack 
of action by the American Jewish 
leadership during the Holocaust. 
Steve Montag, an activist in the 
International Network of Children 
of Holocaust Survivors, put it this 
way: “Forty years from now, | don’t 
want to be walking down the street 
to face a Falasha asking ‘Where 
were you in the 1980s when my 
parents were killed?" " 
In 1978, a Canadian Jewish stu- 
. dent leader named Steven Bauman 


tried to arouse interest in πε΄ 


Falashas at a meeting of the Council 
of Jewish Federations in San Fran- 
cisco. “It was even impossible to 
distribute leaflets on the issue 
among the Jewish leaders there,” he 
recalled recently. . 

- In 1979, a Falasha who came to 
the US. for a tour was allowed to 
address the council (or five minutes. 
Last year, Falashas were one of the 
major topics of discussion at the 
council méeting: a refugee was 
asked to address the 3,000 delegates 
for more than an hour. 


Current interest in the Falashas’ 


has come from many quarters, and 


has been mingled with criticism of ἢ 


the Jewish Agency and the Israel 
government for their apparent inac- 
tion: ΤᾺ

World recently devoted a special is- 
sue to the Falashas. 

Senators such as Rudy Boschwitz 
and Congressmen such as Tom 
Lenthos and Stephen Solarz, usually 
identified with Isracli causes, are 
now lobbying among [sraeli and 
American officials on behalf of the 
Falashas. 

Boschwitz, furious about the lack 
of response from the Jewish 
Agency, wrote to chairman Arye 
Dulzin, who is also chairman of the 
World Zionist Organization, several 
months ago: “1 wrote to you about 
the Folashas [and] you have not 
found it appropriate to answer that 
letter. Perhaps I didn’t express to 
you firmly enough the depth of my 
concern and if you will not answer 
me by mail I will ask you publicly to 
answer me...” 


SOME ISRAELI officials in the 
U.S. argue that American Jewish 
leaders are using the Falashas as a 
political tool to advance their 
carecrs. Others agree that the con- 
cern is genuine. 

In any case, Yehuda Avner, an 
aide to Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and head of the inter- 
ministerial committee on refugees, 
was recently sent to the U.S. to talk 
with Jewish leaders about the effort 
— mostly secret — that Israel has 
made in the last year to save 
Falashas and bring them to Israel. 

Most of the 25,000 Falashas live. 
in Gondar province, under condi- 
tions of extreme poverty. They are 
the objects of a campaign of harass- 
ment and intimidation conducted 
by the military governor of the 
‘province, Maj. Melaku, 

Two main organizations in North 
America — one Canadian and one 
American — are fighting for a large- 
scale ‘Yescue effort, which would’ 
also see the 2,500 Falasha refugees 
now languishing in camps in Sudan, 
Somalia and Djibouti transferred to 
Israel. But the two groups have 
basic differences in approach, par- 
ticularly with tegard to the way the 
Israel government has been hand- 
ling the matter, aps

Berger, who for many years was 
branded a ‘fanatic’ and a “nut" by 
Jewish leaders for his advocacy of 
the Falasha cause and his criticism 
of what he saw as inaction by the 
Istac] government. 

Today, he says, the Falashas are 
“in; he and the current president 
of the organization, Prof. Howard 
Lenhoff of California, are 
celebrated guest speakers at Jewish 
gatherings. 


BERGER, interviewed in his 
Pelham, New York, home, said he 
still believes that “members of the 
Israeli establishment don’t want to 
see the Falashas in Israel.” 

Very little has been done by the 
Israeli governments in the past two 
decades to save the remnants of the 
Ethiopian Jewish community and to 
bring them to Israel, he argues. 

According to Berger, an active 
Zionist, whose interest in the 
Falashas dates back to the early Fif- 
ties, American-Jewish drganizations 
look their cue from the Israel 
government, and refused to launch 
a major public campaign to save the 
Falashas, 

“Only pressure from our associe- 
tion has been responsible for the 
few Ethiopian Jews who have made 
ft to Israel," he contends, noting 
that the Israel government began to 
admit Falashas in 1977 — 62 that 
year — only after his organization 
\hreatened to publicize Israeli inac- 
tion. 

With continuing pressure from 
his group, another 1,500 Falashas 
have arrived in the Jewish state. 
Recently Israeli officials proved 
that they could save more Falashas 
by bringing out'an additional 164 — 


. only after his. organization 


threatened to publish an ad in The 
New York Times criticizing Israeli 
policies toward the Falashas, he 
says. If the Israel government 


wanted to rescue the Falashas from . 


Ethiopia and the camps in 
neighbouring countries, he argues, 
“they could do it in a short time by. 
reaching an agreement with the 
governments about a ‘magic carpet’ 
tolsrach” ee 

He feels that the Israel govern- 
ment has a “racist” altitude towards 
the Falushas. American Jews are in- 


. itislly: shocked, by that claim, but 
- eventually ‘tend 'toé accept it, 


regarding it"as an Israeli expression 
of the anti-black racism which 
prevails in the U.S. Ε 

At a recent ‘meeting in which” 
Berger presented the “Llaracli 
im” thesis, he was asked how he 
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explains the fuct hut the govern- 
ment brought to Israel and ab- 
sorbed the Yemenite Jews. 

“Well, you must understand that 
there was a strong Yemenite-Jewish 
lobby in Israel which put pressure 
on the government to bring the 
Yemenites to Israel," said Berger. 
Another listener asked about the 
Jews who came to Israel from 
Morocco, Berger noted that “Israel 
needed soldiers in the '60s." 

Bauman, on the other hand, said 
his Canadian group doesn’t ques- 
tion the integrity of the Israeli of- 
ficials working to save the Falashas. 

“It is possible that some past 
policies of the Israel government 
towards the Falashas were 
motivated by racist attitudes of cer- 
tain individuals but we believe that 
their effect on the general policy, 
especially today, is marginaly’ he 
said. 

A recent trip he made to Ethiopia 
and meetings he held with Israeli of- 
ficials convinced him that Israel had 
done, in the last year, at least, 
“almosl everything it could to bring 
the Falashas out of the Horn of 
Africa, 

Instead of engaging in a “policy 
of confrontation" with the Israel 
government, Bauman and his col- 
leagues, reflecting attitudes shared 
by other young American-Jewish 
activists,- call on the American- 
Jewish community to -cooperate 
with Israel on the issue of the 
Falashas. “The entire American- 
Jewish community hasn't done 
enough and [ think it is a mistake to 
pul all the blame on Israel, which is 
in a very difficult situation.”. 


BAUMAN AND. HIS group want 
the Israel government to give its ap- 
praval to a public campaign by 
American Jews on behalf of the 
Falashas still in Ethiopia — par- 


‘ticularly those in Gondar province. 


“We have to make the plight of 


‘the Falashas as well known as the 


condition of the Jews in the Soviet 
Union,” he asserts, arguing that 
such a public campaign against 
human rights violations in Ethiopia 
would strengthen the hand of 
Mengistu Haile Mariam, leader of 
the military regime there, who is in- 
terested in improving his country’s. 
telations -with the U.S. Mengistu 
could persuade Melaku that: his 
treatment of the Falashas endangers 
the chances of improving relations 
with Washington. ; ; 
“The Addis Ababa regime is.not 
anti-Falasha; it’s basically a 
problem of. certain’ ‘anti-Zionist’ 


‘rebellion on their hands. 


elements in the regime," accordi 
to Bauman. He notes that pepe, 
pian airline und tourism offices have 
been sending special brochures to 
American Jews, inviting them to 
visit their “brothers and sisters” in 
Ethiopia. 

When Bauman und his group 
visited Ethiopia, they were greeted 
in the airport by o tourism official 
speaking fluent Hebrew and Yiddish, 

“They want us and need our 
political and economic suppor,” 
said Bauman. “Thus, American 
public opinion might prove to be 
the only force capable of saving the 
Falashas.” 

“Ethiopia under Mengistu is not 
in the position of the Soviet Union 
during detente," argues one Israeli 
diplomat. "Τῆς latter needed 
American technology and 
economic aid and was willing to pay 
for it with Jewish emigrants: that is 
not the case with Ethiopia.” 
Mengistu, according to the 
Israelis, “15 more dependent on 
Melaku than the latter is dependent 
on him.” Thus, they say, a public 
campuign against the regime's treal- 
ment of the Falashas would only 
serve to antagonize Melaku and 
other segments of the regime and 
lead them to expand their anti- 
Falasha campaign. 


ISRAEL HAS maintained direct con- 
tact with Mengistu and indirect 
channels to him, through France, 
Sweden and even Cuba, and has 
tried to pressure the regime to 
change its policies towards the 
Falashas. “We always received the 
same message back. Although 
Mengistu would personally approve 
of changes in the policy, his in 
fluence on other members οἵ the 
regime, including Melaku, is very 
limited.” 

Israeli diplomats in the U.S. do 
not hide their efforts to suppress 
any independent American-Jewish 
campaign against Ethiopia's tri 
ment of the Falashas, arguing that 
could lead to more harassment and 
intimidation of the community Ἰᾶ 
Ethiopia. 

“We know for 8 fact that there 
has been a direct link between 
several anti-Falasha incidents 10 
Ethiopia and some  irresponsi 
anti-Ethiopian statements and 3 
tions taken by certain American: 
Jewish figures and groups," said one 
Israeli official. Recently through τῇ 
direct Israeli pressure, the City 
New York decided to cancel ἃ 
proclamation on Ethiopian Jews it 
was scheduled to issue at the endo 
January. 

“Wwe, are in a classic Catch-22 
situation,” complained ant Israel 
diplomat in New York. If we 
revealed the efforts we are under: 
taking to save the Falashas, μι 
would probably endanger any pos: 
sibility of continuing our activily.

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Death of a crime boss 


The Post’s ISRAEL AMRANI describes the s 
of Eliahu Amsalem, who was gunned down 


THE CALL CAME from a dis- 
traught woman in Jerusalem's 
Katamon Tet quarter who was cer- 
tain she had heard automatic fire 
from a terrorist’s rifle. The police, 
an ambulance, reporters and 
photographers rushed to 17 Rehov 
Bar Yochai at aboul 8 p.m. on Fri- 
day, February 19, but found no ter- 
rorist's victim. The small man lying 
in a pool of blood near a rented 
Autobianchi perforated with bullet 
holes was the acknowledged crime 
boss of Jerusalem, The late crime 
boss, that is. He had six bullet holes 
in him, 

Eliahu (“Amsi"} Amsalem had 
been active in the underworld since 
the age of 12, and was a convicted 
extortionist. That evening he had 
come to visit his girlfriend about an 
hour before the shooting. 

Some say the assassin made off in 
ablue Volvo. Police arrested about 
a dozen suspects within the next few 
days, but had a hard time convine- 
ing the magistrate to remand any of 
them for more than 10 days. All 
details of the investigation were 
Classified, perhaps because there 
was so liltle to go on. In the un- 

Tworld, there were few people 
who didn’t want him dead. 


AMSALEM, 33 at his death, had 
Spent 12 of his last 15 years in 
Prison. He was too short to suit 
himself, and not smart enough. But 
he had a way about him. His way 
was lo carve the face of anyone who 
defied him with a razor blade. He 
was fascinated, obsessed with 
power. 


He left prison last September 
after serving ἃ combined five-year 
Senience for extortion from 8 
Hilo merchant and extortion 

ἢ a prison inmate. Many people 
alttibuted the recent weer in 
Jerusalem burglaries and robberies 
lo his release. - 

With Amsalem behind bars, 
police had built up an efficient 
Syslem. of informers in the un- 
derworld. But with the crime king 
about lo reappear on the scene, the 

informers had second thoughts. 

Ὑ khew he tended to order them 
pubbed On sight. So the police intel- 

Hgetice “department, - not all that 
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well-endowed to begin with, found 
itself at a loss just before his release, 
as Amsi's men and their subcontrac- 
tors cleaned out flat after flat. 

When he did get out, there was 
some suggestion he might go 
straight, Along with another un- 
derground figure, he bought a fac- 
tory for building blocks in Mevas- 
seret Yerushalayim. This invesi- 
ment, and his unusually cool, relax- 
ed manner, puzzled those who knew 
him. Was it possible that the crime 
king would content himself with 
reading balance sheets and helping 
to ease the housing shortage? 


AS THE WEEKS passed and the- 
piles of blocks grew higher, those 
who knew him began to believe that 
prison life and his “advanced” age 
had mellowed him. Rumour had it 
that Amsi had retired. Η 

In fact, he was only taking 8 
break — to tally up his assets while 
his enemies let down their guard. 
Early in October, Amsalem and his 
Katamonim faithfuls began their big 


sweep. 


Their targets were the Jerusalem 
drug stations, which Operate, in 
many ways, like retail shops; they 
have their hours, their specialties, 
their clientele. But they're a litle 
more profitable than the corner 
grocery — or ἃ brick factory. 

Amsi and his “stars” (pelly 
criminals who are lost without 8 
leader) made the rounds of the 20- 
odd drug stations and delivered an 
ultimatum; clear out by this time 
tomorrow, or else. Where persua- 
sion was needed, Amsi had his blade 
at hand. Within two weeks, he had 
almost complete contro! of the 
Jerusalem drug outlets. The dis- 
enfranchised drug dealers found 
employment as burglars or. robbers, 
often forced to pay Amsalem ἃ cut 
of the take. Some joined his opera- 
tion as drug peddlers. His takeover 
of the drug scene vastly reinforced 
his status as ἃ gang leader who knew 
how to take care of his own. His 
own paid a price for their protec- 
lion, but they wouldn't have had 
their bread without him.

in Jerusalem last month. 


brought indictments and one a con- 
viction — insisted on getting into 
the big time. Police expected that 
sooner or later some scarred face 
would emerge for its revenge. 
Safecracking would have kept Amsi 
in style, bul money was appurently 
not his problem. ae 
His long μη term didn’t diminish 
his influence. In the 1973 Shatta 
prison disturbances between Jewish 
and Arab inmates, his leadership 
brought him national fame in the 
underworld, and his influence in- 


creased steadily through his last. 


term, which was at Ramle. 

Though he wasn't in the field, his 
envoys in the Katamonim kept him 
informed and transmitted his 
orders, Even behind bars, Amsi 
continued to get his cut from 
coffee-houses, bars and restaurants. 

Some sources in the Katamonim 
even say he liked being behind bars. 
He didn't drink, didn't smoke, 
didn't use drugs, so supplies weren't 
a problem. When he wasn’t carving 
faces, his favourite pastime was cx- 
ercising. Freedom was good, but 
not necessary, for physical fitness. 
He could always work out in his ceil 
or in the prison gym. He got some of 
his exercise beating suspected in- 
formers nearly to death. In the con- 
trolied environment of the prison, in 
the jungle with a delicate ecological 
balance, Amsi was king. ; 

There was the case of Yehezke! 
Aslan, for instance, whose 
sophistication and success aroused 
the envy of Amsalem. So the king 
had him raped by o gang of 17 in- 
mates. 

For his followers in Jerusalem, 
Amsi was the provincial who made 
it big, terrorizing the rich and 
famous Tel Aviv gangs. Those fol- 
lowers, Says a source in the 
Katamonim, are Amsi writ small: no 
wit, no discipline, but determination 
and abundant energy. . 

The Jerusalem crime world hos 
an intricate system of ethics — of 
territoriality, for instance. A 
Musrara gang member will keep out 
of Shmuel Hanavi. A man has his 
rights, after all, but Amsi dis- 
regarded them, Without Amsi 
around, a criminal might live happi- 
ly ever after. oO

‘LIKE EVERYONE else who spent 
fast summer in Upper Galilee --

Also, like practically everyone 
else within Katyusha range in the 
north, Marsha believes that it is 
only a matter of time before her 
town, and other northern settle- 
ments, will again be‘under attack: 
“We're waiting for the other shoe to 
drop.” Σ 

There are, of course, differences 
of opinion as to who should be Lak- 
ing off that shoe.

There is widespread resentment

There is resentment of the media 
as well, “One day on the radio, the

“The town was totally utprepared 
for a life in a front-line basis, 
Marsha went on. The inadequacy οἱ 
the shelters has been widely 
reported, but, with Marsha ticking 
otf the statistics, they are worth 
repeating. Overall, there are .7 
sq.m. of space per person, which 
leaves no room for beds; there are 
40 sq.m. of space for each child in 
the day care centres. Shells 
damaged the shelters’ ventilators; 
the only compensation, in the sum- 
mer heat, was that there was no

the best neighbourhoods of the 
world’s richest cities, so why should 
it in a place like this? The 
second matnas Was built 
because, in spread-out Kiryat 
Shmona people don't like to be too 
far from home, due to the security 
situation. It received its baptism οἱ 
fire even before it opened. On the 
other hand, the town's one 
skyscraper seems such # 
catastrophe thal one can only 
speculate about what possessed the 
planners. 

It was the army, Marsha reports, 
in its organizational rather than its 
military cupucity, that stepped in 
and took over during the chaos and 
confusion of the tirst phase of shell- 
ing. Among the civilian agencies, it 
was Beil Edelstein that first, and 
hurriedly, organized for the 
emergency. “All the town’s psy- 
chologisis happened to be in 


Jerusalem for a wedding. Our com- 
munity workers, under (he guidance 
of social workers and in conjunction 
with the army, toured the town and 
divided it into tive areas. We 
mimeographed ἃ little news-sheet, 
so people in the shelters could be in 
touch with the outside.” 

\n pence-time Beit Edelstein 
publishes 2 small weekly edited by 
matnas director Ami Segev, which 
could be α model for local publica- 
tions. The lead interviw in ἃ recent 
edition was with Ya'acov Meridor, 
who promised that 30 engineers 
from the Technion would soon be 
coming to Kiryat Shmona, thal in- 
vestments would soon be forthcom- 
ing for new industries, that there 
were plans for medical tourism, and 
that two railways would also be 
built, to link Safad, Capernuum, 
Mahanayim, and Metulla. They 
were “all to be financed by private 
sources.” 

This weekly carries no advertise- 
ments, The town's second {rec bul- 
letin, which is really nothing but 
advertisements, printed the Likud’s 
famous pre-election cartoon atlack- 
ing the kibbutzim. 


IN A TONE somewhere between 
palriot and political scientist, 
Marsha lists the five basic problems 
facing her city. They comprise ἃ 
unique combination, “because, 
while many development towns 
have some of these problems, no 
other town has all of them.” 

First is distance. “To get 
something down in Jerusalem or Tel 
Aviv means two days; it simply re- 
quires a bigger output of energy to 
Perform the same job. So if 
sonieone is considering, say, putting 
Up 8 factory — why not Ma‘alot or 
Beit She'an, where it's also needed? 
Why should the decision be made 
for Kiryat Shmona, where things 
willbe that much more com- 
plicated?” 
om is the town’s selt-image, 
Which the media do little to 
mprove.

not registered was the fact that it 
took place in Kiryat Shmona. 

Third is the absence of responsi- 
ble and dedicated local leadership. 
Many officials performed poorly 
fast summer, and it is felt that the 
next generation of leaders is still too 
young and inexperienced to take 
over. 

Fourth is {πὸ poor economic in- 
trastructure, and the lack of job op- 
portunities. There are hundreds of 
people looking for work. Jobs are, 
of course, available, as in the 
building industry. But, just as 
elsewhere in the country, Jews do 
not consider it “suitable” work. (A 
recent news item reported thut the 
construction of shelters in Kiryat 
Shmona has been delayed by the 
strike of Druse from the Golan. 

And finally, there is the security 
situation. : 


AS WE left Beit Edelstein, a group 
of army officers entered, We walked 
out toward the huge poster-blowup 
view of the Hermon under snow, 
and drove three kilometres north, to 
another planet. 

Of the 2,500 students the Tel Hai 
Community College, about # thou- 
sand take courses at the Art In- 
stitute. About 8U% of these are kib- 
butz members, and it was as an art 
and hobby centre that it was 
founded, very modestly, 25 years 
ago, to serve the kibbutzim of the 
area. The various subjects are 
taught in an assortment of scattered 
buildings on ἃ beautiful, well- 
landscaped hillside. 1 um nol at all 
sure a grand building programme 
would improve things, although 
there are complaints that students 
must walk considerable distances. 

The teaching staif of the Art In- 
stitute, many of them kibbutz 
members, are a fine example of in- 
gathered exiles. Of the three 
ceramics instructors, who all live in 
Metulla, two are English speakers 
— one a newcomer from London, 
the other originally [rom South 
Africa. The jewellery instructor is 
from Spain; the sewing teacher 
from Paris. The instructor in 
something called ‘‘creative 
embroidery’’ is an English- 
speaking kibbutz member, her 
specialty is 8 sure-fire attraction 
for any woman (or man) who 
likes to work with his (or her) 
hands, ‘as it involves making 
pictures of fabrics and wools, The 
graphics instructor, originally from 
Germany, is from Naot Mordechai; 
his students come Irom Hatzor, 
Katzrin, Metulla, Hispin, Gonen, 
Lahavot Habashan — and Kiryat 
Shmona. 


THE HEAD of the institute, Llane 
from Kibbutz Amir, and originally 
From Argentina, ἰδ understandably 
proud of the expansion of her do- 
main. And here, too, we ran into ir- 
ritation at TV coverage. For the Tel 
Hai Art Institute first attracted 
public attention two summers ago 
— a year before Kiryat Shmona’s 
summer — with “Tel Hai 80, 

described In its handsome catalogue 
as “an unconventional attempt 
implemented by an idealistic and 
egalitarian society to actualize the 
conceptual relationships between 
art, sociely and nature, within the 
spatial realm...” For 8 start.

The prose is sludded with phrases 
like “the anxiety of tectonic 
changes," “diverse elements, in- 
cluding non-matrixed pertor- 
mances, organized in a com- 
parimented structure,” and “a kind 
ot recreated rape necessary jor 
psychic survival.” Naturally, TV 
had a good time with all this, and 
with such new art forms us “20 bales 
of paper to he placed on a mowed 
field of grass at three metre inter- 
vals," and Ms Charlotte Moorman 
of New York, with her cello and her 
motorcycle and her “TV Bra for 
Living Sculpture.” 


Seeds ofa 
civilization 


THOSE ! talked to at Tel Hai felt the 
event had been unfairly and super- 
ficially treated by television, though 
perhaps dissenters exist there too. 
But alter a non-matrixed and 
diversely conceptualized ex- 
perience with the catalogue, 1 
suspect thal you don't have to come 
from Kiryat Shmona to be, this 
time, on the side of TV. On the 
other hand, the craits-side of the in- 
stitute, including the graphics 
course, is hugely attractive; it’s only 
Art with a capital A that is worse 
than unconvincing. 

As at Beit Edelstein, the buss at 
Tel Hai, David Niv, was away for 
the day; and again, we were warmly 
and enthusiastically guided by a 
woman deputy, Ora Lipets of Kib- 
butz Ayelet Hashahar. Also on 
hand, and making a [ine link 
between the Community College 
and its urban neighbour, was a 
young man [rom Kiryat Shmona 
named Herzl. He is the dean of stu- 
dents, und on the best of terms with 
his kibbutznik colleagues. 

The Art Institute of course ilt- 
tempts to provide services for 
Kiryat Shmona. Individuals from 
the town, as from neighbouring 
moshavim, register for courses. 
Elementary-school students come 
once a year for a three-day “free 
art” experience. And lust year, 20 
Kiryat Shmona mothers attended a 
cralis course — sewing, ceramics, 
embroidery, and so on. “It was 
often hard for them to get their hus- 
bands’ permission,” !lana told me. 
“But by the end, they had gaineda 
great measure of self-importance, 
though in some cases only their 
children believed they had really 
made all those beautiful things.” 
The Sephardi Federation financed 
this course last year but, | was told, 
is not renewing the subsidy. 


THE RECENTLY established lwo- 
year school of Social Work, with the 
final studies taken in Haifa, is an im- 
portant national contribution. 
There are more than 500 
demobilized ‘soldiers who live in 
Kiryat Shmona and study at Tel 
Hai. Only about 60 of them are from 
Kiryat Shmona, the rest coming 
from other development towns as 
far south as Dimona and Beersheba 
and [rom deprived neighbourhoods 
throughout the country. Studying at 
Tel Hai under a framework ¢s- 
tablished six yeara ago, they are get- 
ting 8 second chance at finishing the 
high school level; many go on to 
levels preparing them for “higher 
education, including courses [or 
engineering technicians. 

- The project started with just 35 
students, only four of them from 
Kiryat Shmona. The moving force

Pearl Harbour which brought the 
United States into the war, when 
the ciguretle case was presented to 
Cuptuin Koreshige Inucuke of the 
Imperial Japanese Navy. who had 
been head of the Navy's Advisory 
Bureau on Jewish Affairs in 
Shanghui since 1939. [t was given to 
him in recognition of his help in get- 
ting permission for 300 refugee siu- 
dents and rabbis of the famous Mir- 
rer Yeshiva in Lithuania, who had 
reached Jnpan via Russia, lo settle 
in Shanghai, by now under Japanese 
dumination. But it also expressed 
the feclings of most of the approx- 


imately 18,000 Jewish refugees from 


Nazi Germany, Austria and Poland 
who had found a haven there. 

The story ended recently when

Yad Vashem in Jerusalem, to be ad- 


ded to its collection of Holacaust 
memvurabilia. 

alf-dozen people present at 
the modest ceremony in the office 
of dizector Yitzhak Arad were told 
thut sume yoars ago, Inuzuka’s 
widow had given the case lo Marvin 
Tukayer, a young American rabbi 
serving in Tokyo, with (he request 
that it eventually be conveyed to 
Israel, It had now been delivered by 
Naoki Maruyama, a Jupanese 
professor of international rela- 
tions, who has been here on several 
visits, researching Zionist history as 
it related to Japan and China.

- It so happened that at this very 
time, Ott had been telling Berlin of 
the popularity of two important 
books by a prolific anti-Semitic 
writer, Kiyo Utsunomiya.

He 
described how the refugees had 
come to accept the Far East as their 
home, and, drew a very favourable . 
picture of the: old-established 
Sephardi Jows of Shanghai, whose 
financial talent had helped to build 
up the city, ‘and-who were still 
leaders in the financial and cultural 
fields. He even spoke of Zlonism us 
proof of the desire of the lews.to 
return to their Asian roots. The: 
broadcast caused consternation in 
the German Embassy in Tokyo, and, 
Ambassador Olt was asked by” 
Berlin to report ‘how -much ἴῃ- 
‘fluence, this “friend of the Jews" 


Inuzuka. Born in 1890, he 
graduated Irom the Imperial Naval 
Academy in 1911. From 1928 to 
1930, he was nuval attache in Paris. 
After the Japanese occupation of 
Manchuria in the 1930s, he must 
have conte into contact with White 
Russian refugees and been exposed 
to their virulent anti-Semitism. 

In this development, says 
Kranzler, Inuzuka parallels the 
history of his colleague, Colonel 
Senko Yasue, who was later to hold 
the same position in the Army as 
Inuzuka held in the Navy — adviser 
on Jewish affairs. But, he points out, 
both men translated parts of the 
“Protocols,” which they got from 
ihe White Russian anti-Semites, but 
they brought to their work an en- 
lirely different perspective. The 
Christian tried to solve the problem 
of the Jew by eliminating him. The 
Japanese attempted to harness his 
alleged immense wealth and power 
to his country's advantage. [t was 
this uniquely pragmatic approach 
that saved Jewish lives. 

This image of Jewish power. 
writes Kranzler, stemmed mainly 
from the aid the Japanese govern- 
ment received from the American 
Jewish financier Jacob H. Schiff, 
who arranged loans to Japan during 
the Russo-Japanese war of 1904-05. 
The loans financed about half the 
Japanese navy, which later decisive- 
ly defeated Russia’s Baltic fleet. 

Incidentally, it is known that at 
least part of Schiff's motivation was 
to get back at the Czar and at Rus- 
sia, where bloody pogroms had 
taken place. 

Another factor supporting the 
image of the Jews as powerful, says 
Kranzler, was the unusually large 
number of Jewish-owned import- 
export firms, which from the very 
opening of Jupan to the West 
helped spread Japan's products 
around the world. “The fear of an- 
tagonizing influential Jewish ele- 
ments in the U.S and England 
helped shape Japan's favourable 
policy towards the refugees in 
Shanghai," he writes. 


THAT POLICY was in part in- 
fluenced by two of Japan's advisers 
on Jewish affairs, Captain Inuzuka 
and Colonel Yasue. 

According to Kranzler, no 
deeply-rooted anti-Semitism, based 
on religion or economic jealousy, 
played any part in the men’s 
behaviour. Patriotism and the de- 
mands of empire dictated all their 
policy. If it suited the needs of 
country and empire, the Jew was 
permitted entry into vassal territory 
— in Inuzuka's case, Shanghai. 
(Jews were even admitted into the 
homeland itself: a. number of Polish 
refugees and yeshiva studenis were 
warmly welcomed in Kobe for a 
period.) If the Jews? - usefulness 
seemed at an end, the flow of 
refugees was stemmed. ’ 

It was in August 1939 that the 
doors of Shanghai started to be 
slammed shut to refugees from the 
Nazis, But the reason was not anti- 
Semitism, says Kranzler. it was the 
result of the Japanese. civilian 
colony in the city protesting about 
the dearth of rooms, rising rents and 


business competition caused by the. 


refugees pouring into the colony. 
By May of that year the number of 


refugees had reached 14,000 and. 
threatened to double by the. end of . 


the year, . : ᾿ 
~ Anti-refugee articles began to ap- 
‘pear in the local Japanese press. But 
the authorities only ‘took the final 
step of stopping free immigration 


- into Shanghai after being reassured

On May 25, 1939, th 
munily leaders told per 
about their luck of funds and their 
fear of the increasing influx of 
refugees. They explained their 
curlier failure tu get the consuls of 
the other international settlements 
in the city to stem the flow. Now 
they were Lurning Lo the powerful 
Japanese lo lake the neces: 
steps. Restrictiuns would be for the 
ultimate good of the refugees 
already in Shanghai they said, and 
would not be widely opposed by 
world Jewry. 

Thus the bargaining power which 
the Japanese thought that their 
benevolent treatment of Jewish 
refugees gave them with U.S. and 
British Jewry, and through them 
with their governments, was rapidly 
coming to an end. 

Some time after Pearl Harbour, 
the Navy decided that Captain 
Inuzuka and his Bureau of Jewish 
Affairs in Shanghai no longer served 
any purpose. Inuzuka was returned 
to active sea-going duty os an intel 
ligence officer. 


A MORE sceptical evaluation of 
Inuzuka than that of Yad Vashem is 
made by Dr. Avraham Altman, 
senior lecturer in Japanese history in 
the Hebrew University’s depar- 
ment of Eust Asian studies. “It's a 
matier of Jewish pride. 1 wouldn't 
allow myself to be used by Mrs. 
Kiyoko Inuzuka to whitewash her 
husband's memory. Yad Vahsem 
μου! know better,” he said blunt- 
γ. 
Altman pointed to ἃ whole sec- 
tion of the bookshelves in his olfice 
in the Truman Building on Moum 
Scopus. “All these are anti-Semitic 
books published in Japan before the 
war, many of them written by cap- 
tain Inuzuka and Colonel Yasue.” 
He translated some of the titles: 
Anti-Japanese Power of the Jews, The 
Jewish World Menace, The Polsosa 
Sasoon in China, International Jexitt 
Control of the Japanese Economy. 
Altman charged that not only did 
Inuzuka publish articles by Hitler 
asnd Goebbels between 1936 and 
1938, but that he, Yasue and others 
like them poisoned the minds of the 
Japanese with the concept of the 
Jews as bloodsuckers as early a5 1 
1920s, “We must sce Inuzuka'’s 
benevolent actions in the light of his 
true purpose. He was using the Jews 
as tools in his government's efforts 
to get the U.S. to remain neutral. 
He also downplayed the influence 
of the Schiff loans in 1904 on the 
Japanese attitude towards the Jews.

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ONE OF THE recurring arguments 

on which it seems impossible to 

achieve any consensus is about the 
problem of contemporary music. 

Avant garde, electronics, pointil- 

fistic, aleatoric, collage, clusters, 

mixed media, extra-musical noises 

(a very important ingredient of 

avant garde!) — the choice for 

forward-looking young composers 
is unlimited. There are no rules, no 
limitations, no forms. Anything 
goes, the more original the better. 

Critical appraisal of these ex- 
periments is answered with the 
high-handed argument, “What 
does the critic understand about 
this music?" The public reaction is, 
of course, negative, but the geniuses 
have a ready answer: “Progressive 
composers were never understood 

by contemporary audiences,” a 

completely fallacious statement. 

And thers seems to be.an inter- 

national understanding belween 

competition juries, radio music 
directors, publishers, conducting 
composers and composing conduc- 
tors, critics afraid of being declar- 
ed old-fashioned ignoramuses: 
prizes are only for the originals, 
never mind if the musical value is 
minimal. The prizes have to be 
awarded and first performances 
have to be presented — but how 
many of these works have ever had 
a second performance? 

True, public audiences are never 
very receptive to new and un- 
familiar devices, but the gulf 
between the creative artist and the 
listener al large has never becn as 
wide as it is today. 


Radical reaction 


MUSIC & MUSICIANS / Yohanan Boehm 
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THAT IS BECAUSE contemporary 
music is the absolute negation of 
emotions, romantic feelings, 
singable lines, anything to remind 
one of former periods of musical 
creation, The development of 
romantic music towards the end of 
the [9th century, promoted by 
Wagner and followed by Strauss, 
Mahler, the early Schoenberg and 
the many eclectic composers in their 
wake, was designed to complete the 
destruction of classical forms, 
thythm and harmony, It led, 
naturally and understandably, [Ὁ an, 
extreme and radical reaction: the 
negation of forms, harmony, rhythm 
through the invention of the com- 
position with 12 tones, and all the 
principles evolved in the course of 
the early 20th century by 
Schoenberg, Rufer and Webern. 
This in turn led to the introduc- 
tion by Pierre Schaeffer of musique 
concréte, based on prerecorded 
nolses at the radio studios in Paris 
and Cologne. Stockhausen, Boulez 
and others created a new world and 
presented their experiments at 
Donaueschingen and Darmstadt. 
Mathematics (Xenakis) and 
graphics (Stockhausen) intruded. 
Each composition was titled with. 
some very impressive-sounding 
Greek word (o prove the com- 
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posers intellectual status. Our own 


‘Leon Schidlowsky declared once, _ 


“Classical music is dead.” 
Cowards like Stravinsky, 
Prokofiev, Hindemith, Britten, 
Kodaly, Bartok, Shostakovich — to 
name only a few — dared to con- 
tinue to compose music in a more 
old-fashioned way and were quite 
successful at adding new elements, 
new spice, to tired, used-up music. 
But undaunted, bamstormers con- 
tinued on their way to new heights, 
getting further and further away 
from the public in the process. 


THEREIS a feeling in the air — so 
far only in Europe and the U.S. — 
that it Is time for the pendulum to 
swing back from the extreme to a 
more generally acceptable 
equilibrium. 

Of course, there has always been 
a place for change, for innovation, 
for surprises — human genius never 
stands still — but maybe we are 
coming back to aesthetic values. 
Haven't we had enough οἵ. all that 
scratching, hissing, knocking, burp- 
ing, growling, distortion (electronic 
or otherwise), which only conceals 
lack of inspiration or crafts- 
manship? : 

Here in Israel we are witnessing 
the emergence of a generation of 
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ambitious would-be composers 
which is being taught by its elders 
exactly the kind of “music” I have 
decried. The techniques are 
decades behind those developed 
abroad, and nobody seems to have 
the courage to order his students to 
try some more human, and humane, 
approach in their studies .and com- 
position. : 


A NEW KIND of dialogue between 
artists, the public, and the critic will 
be presented at the Isracl Museum 
on Monday, March 15. Under the 
title, “Who is afraid of the critic?” a 
concert will be given by the Tel 
Aviv Trio — Emmanuel] Krasovsky, 
Vera Vaidman, Michael Harran — 
with works by Beethoven, 
Stravinsky and Dvorak. After each 
performance, the critics — Ora Bin- 
Nun-Shmit, Uri Eppstein, and this 
writer — will presumably give an in- 
stant review — and at the end, the 
public is invited to put questions to 
artists and critics. 


PHONOKOL, Tel Aviv, has issued 
some very attractive new records. 
They include; : 

Bach: Three Sonatas for Flute 
and Harpsichord, played by Aurele 
Nicolet and Karl Richter (in B 
Minor, E-flat Major, G -Minor), 
After the luscious golden tones of 
Jean-Pierre Rampal and James 
Galway, it is a lovely contrast to 
listen to the austere silver sonorities 
of Nicolet. His rather objective ap- 
proach is very well suited to Bach’s 
music, and so the performance is 
highly enjoyable (Telefunken- 
6.41151 CO). ; 


Lalo: “Symphonie Espagnole,” 
and Saint-Saens, Violin oeaecl 
No. {| — played by Kyung Wha 
Chung, with Charles Dutoit con- 
ducting the Orchestre Symphonique 
de Montréal. The young Korean 
violinist has reached the front rank 
of international instrumentalists and 
proves her great talent on this 
record too. Lalo’s parade piece and 
a rarely performed concerto by 
Saint-Saens give her ample oppor- 
tunity to show off her flawless 
technique, and her cool but in- 
volved attitude helps lo surmount 
the platitudes of this sort of elegant, 
near-salon music. Cooperation 
between soloist and orchestra/con- 
ductor is smooth and lively (Pax - 
Digital- ISDT 669). 

Viadimir Ashkenazy, with David 
Zinman conducting the London 
Symphony Orchestra, performs 
Bach’s Concerto in D Minor, and 
Chopin's Concerto No. 2, Although 
not 8. very recent recording, the 
tone and reproduction are good. 
About the performances one need 
not add anything, as Ashkenazy can 
be trusted to give only top rendl- 
tions. (Pax-IST 668). : 

“The Incredible Clarinet." This, 
of course, is Giora Feidman. Hs 
plays, he sings, he cries, he laughs, 
he prays — he-does all these things 
with his clarinet, bass clarinet and 
basset horn. A fascinating varicty of 
tone character, dynamics, all in 
lilting rhythm, with accompaniment 
of an instrumental ensemble 
(guitars, double bass, harp, percut- 
sion).

ASIDE FROM the Bible, 
cookbooks are among the best sell- 
ing books around. Even those who 
rarely cook seem to enjoy the ex- 
perience of sitting down and 
reading about food. 

This fact has not been lost on 
those active in philanthropic 
organizations. A regular means of 
making money is lo canvass the 
members for their favourite recipes, 

ut them in some sort of order, and 

lish the result as a book. At 

least those who have contributed 

can be expected to buy the 

book and often many others do so 
as well. 

For anyone interested in the 
folklore of cooking, such volumes 
are very valuable, mirroring the 
habits and traditions of those active 
in the particular organization con- 
cerned. Thus, 1 recall a volume 
published by the supporters of a 
Jewish orphanage in New York in 
the 19th century. Some of the 
recipes were clearly traditional 
German-Jewish dishes, others 
were not even kosher and when this 
was the case, the treif ingredients 
were usually luxury items such as 


oysters. 

The best of these cookbooks give 
the name of each contributor and 
even a little bit about her or her 
recipe. Unfortunately, in the U.S. in 
fecent years, a number of commer- 
cial companies have entered the 
fisld, Not only do they print-the 
book in a standard format, omitting 
all such Interesting information; 
they even supply a stock of filler

recipes to augment the ones sup- 
plied by local members. What one 
gets in the end is a dreary collection 
of gelatin moulds, all the same. 


IF ONLY because we are smaller 
and less organized, we do not suffer 
such problems in Isracl. We can be 
sure that any recipe in a similar 
Israeli cookbook will be a genuine 
contribution of one of the members 
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of the organization. 

Two such books have come to me 
recently, Simply Deliclous, pub- 
lished by the Jerusalem branch 
of Inner Wheel, the women’s sec- 
tion of Rotary, and The Moriah 
Festival Cookbook, edited by Wendy 
Blumficld and published by the 
sisterhood of the Moriah Synagogue 
in Halfa. Neither gives long descrip- 
tions of the background of the 
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recipe, although the latter does 
name the contributor and oc- 
casionally says something about the 
ish, 

Thus, { would be interested in 
knowing who, in the Inner Wheel’s 
book, contributed the recipe for 
Viennese Knoedel. lt is, I believe, a 
fairly common Austrian dish, but is 
this a family variation or the stan- 
dard variety? In any case, it sounds 
delicious. 


_TO MAKE the knoedel, mix a 


dough using 300.grams (about 2 % 

cups) of cooked, mashed potatoes, 

300 gm, of flour, an egg and a pinch 

of salt. Cut the dough into eight to 

10 squares and in each wrap a plum 

or apricot with the pit replaced by a 

small cube of sugar. Drop the 

dumplings into a large pot of boil- 
ing, salted water and simmer for- 
about 20 minutes, until the knoedel 
rise to the top. Then mix fried 
breadcrumbs with sugar and roll the 
dumplings in this mixture. Serve 
hot. : 

Another interesting dish from the 
same book, but one which 1 am 
quite unable to locate geographical- 
ly, is zucchini (Afshuim) with 
walnuts. The closest thing to it that 1 
know is Circassian chicken, a 
speciality from Turkey. Perhaps it is 
an original offering. : 

For this dish, slice the unpeeled 
zucchini and sauté the slices in but- 
ter, stirring gently and constantly. 
When the vegetable is almost 
tender, add aboul a cup of chopped 
walnuts, and salt and pepper. to 


taste. Continue cooking for a 
minute or two until the zucchini Is 
tender, Serve garnished with walnut 
halves. 


THE MORIAH cookbook, divided 
into separate sections for each 
festival and Shabbat, includes a 
number of interesting dishes. One, 
for sweet potato kugel, contributed 
by Sarah Goldenberg, follows my 
own habit of being deliberately 
vague about quantities. Apparently 
we both feel that this is a function of 
cour own, taste buds, as well as what 
happens to be at hand. 

To make the kugel, put peeled 
sweet potatoes, carrots and pitted 
prunes through α meat grinder. Add 
breadcrumbs or flour to thicken the 
mixture, and season to Laste with 
salt and pepper. Top with a little 
margarine and honey and bake ina 
greased casserole dish with the lid 


on. 

Finally, under the heading, 
“Some Dutch Winter Shabbat 
Recipes,” 1 found one which is, in 
fact, quite similar to felafel, except 
that the dish, called croquettes, is 
made with beans, lentil or brown 
beans. Ν 

Soak and cook about a cup of the 
pulses, Mash them and mix with ἃ 
chopped, fried onion, a little 
margarine, a little chopped parsley, 
an egg, a tablespoon of flour or 
matza meal and enough water to 
make a dough, Spread the mixture 
ona plate and refrigerate for a short 
while. Then form into cylinders, roll 
in flour and fry in hot fat. a

OF course, if only we could be 
¢ynicul enough, and suspend the 
ald Zionist ideals that Hague us 
when we watch the news, such us 
belief in justice and democracy and 
the rights of the individual and the 
rule of law, we might regard every 
topsy-turvy item as a Purimspiel. 
The gravedigger explained to 
Hamlet that the Prince of Denmark 
had been sent to England because 
he was mad: since everybody in 


England was equally deranged, 
nobody would notice that the Dane 
was insane. There are times when 
one suspects that every day in Iarael 
is Purim. It may well be asked: is a 
day of nonsense really necessary? 
This point obviously struck 
Shlomo Nitzan when he appeared 
on Menny Pe'’er's special Purim 
show on Tuesday night. His main 
contribution to the merriment waa 
simply to play a tape recording of 
the great debate in our august Knes- 


set between Menahem Savidor, the - 


Speaker, and Menachem Begin, the 
Prime Minister, The point at issue 
was Who Is The Boss in the House? 

No satirist could have produced 
anything funnier. The meeting of 
the Pickwick Club, in which Mr, 
Blotton of Aldgate called Mr. 
Pickwick a humbug (although only 
in a Pickwickian sense) comes 
close, but does not quite make the 
grade, So, 1 ask again, with such 
arguments going on in the Knesset, 
do we really need Purim?

The best of these 
youth shows, in my timidly prof- 
fered opinon, since [ have nol yet 
conducted my usual public opinion 
poll among the young, was Shimf!

her good deep Jaugh. [ did not care 
for the puppet and cartoon in- 
terpretations of Cinderella and The 
Emperor's Clothes, and found Dan- 
ny Kaye a3 commentator a heavy- 
handed bore. On the other hand, he 
was really funny in Aferry Andrew. 
Kolbotek was terrific. The red 
carpet reception for non VIPs arriv-

Very good also was Red River Val-

At the risk of being a 
bore, may 1 plead once more for a 
similar development of Israeli 
dramas, comedies, scap operas and 
even tragedies? The talent is cer- 
tainly there, in abundance: the 
budgets needed would not be larger 
than those allocated to the pop 
songs. All that is really needed isa

THE AUDIENCE at the premiere 
found itself in exalted company. On 
the stage was 8 veritable Who's 
Who of history; not only Shabbetai 
Zvi and his prophet Nathan of Gaza 
but Karl Marx, who made a brief but 
impressive appearance looking ex- 
actly like his portraits (three cheers 
for Habimah's wig deparimentt); 
the Devil (in a rather shabby dinner 
jacket and long silk muffler); the 
Pope and a ‘cardinal, and Jesus

himself. The fatter, wearing a loin 
cloth und with ἃ wreath of Nowers 
on his noble brow, was stabbed to 
death by the Pope. 

Ali the Vatican personages, Irom 
the Pape down to the Swiss guard, 
were played by actresses, the guard 
wearing a uniform which disclosed a 
rather comely bosom. Nudity in- 
deed, is rampant in the play, in- 
cluding a Scene of group sex at the 
Messiah's wedding. 

Nonsense piles on nonsense; 
banalities are ultered as if they are 
revelations of truths hitherlo hidden 
from munkind; scenes of puerile 
pretentiousness combine to 
produce a show which is sheer em- 
barrassment from first to last. 1 kept 
wondering whether anyone at 
Habimah actually saw the script 
before it was approved for produc- 
tion, whether anyone attended 
Tehearsals to see what Mundy, who 
also directed the play, did with the 
actors, many of them hopeless 
beginners. Here it is not a matter of 
poor judgment, but of a lack of any 
judgment at all. 


THE TIMING of Teatron 
Hamuadregot was unfortunate. The 
small, off-beat Tel Aviv company 
came up with its production -of 
Buechner's Woyzeck close on the 
heels of the Cologne City Opera's 
magnificent production of the 
musical version of the play. 
However unfair comparisons may 
be, one cannot help making them. 
Quite apart from the timing, the 
decision lo undertake the produc- 
tion of one of the world's dramatic 
masterpieces was not a wise one, ¢s- 
pecially since Asher Zarfaty, an ac- 
tor of considerable potential, as- 
sumed not only the title role, for 
which he is undoubtedly well equipp- 
ed, but also the staging. An actor 
directing himself is always taking a 
big chance, especially when the play 
and the role are both so complex. 
Woyzeck, written some 150 years 
ago by the German Georg 
Buechner, who died at the age of 24 
leaving the play not entirely com- 
pleted, is about social Injustice, its 
hero the quintessential victim of a 
cruel, immoral system. A soldier 
overworked and humiliated by his 
superiors, Wayzeck ekes out his 
miserable pay by acting as a guinea- 
pig for 8. charlatan scientist who 
makes him subsist on a diet of beans 
and forbids him to urinate. 
Woyzeck lives with Maria, 
without benefit of clergy for the 
simple reason that he cannot afford 
the cost of a wedding, She is faithful 
to him until a handsome drum ma- 
jor, shows up and tempts her with 
trinkets, She ylelds to him, and 
Woyzeck kills her and himeelf, 
Despite the simple plot, Woyzeck 
is a subtle play, Buechner was a 
critic of the reigning schools of 
thought of hia time, of philosophical 
materialism fed by the advances of 
Science, of humanism tinted by 
religion. His hero, simple as he is, 
becomes the focal point of the clash 
of those philosophies; the demands 
made upon him, by the. officer, by 
the scientist, by the clergy and 
society at large, cause him ἃ confu- 
sion he cannot resolve. He is a vic- 
tim not only of the social system but 
of the confusion of his time, little as 
he himself knows it. ; 
The present production, and 
Asher Zarfaty’s performance, do 
not reach below the surface, so 
nothing but the plot remains, Zar- 
faty’s Woyzeck Is one-dimensional,

Round the galleries 


Meir Ronnen 


A FINE mini-retroapective of draw- 
ings, brush-painting and lithographs 
of the late, great Anna ‘Ticho cover- 
ing the last 25 years of her long and 
active life, shows her mastery of 
figure drawing and still life as well 
as her wonderfully atmospheric 
chalk and charcoal evocations of 
the Jerusalem hills. Also on her 
show are some previously unseen 
sketches of the hillside between 
Givat Ram and Nahlat Shiva, as it 
looked at the end of 1948; and one 
of her fast lithographs. Recom- 
mended. (Engel Gallery, Shlomzion 
Hamalka 13). Till March 31, 


THREE women present three com- 
plete solo shows at this venuc, Edna 
Hissh, who griduated from the 
Bezalel in 1972 and later studied 
and taught ut the Academy of Art in 
Dusseldorf, shows large and small 
paintings on paper that either look 
like studies for pleces of sculpture 
or chunks of foliage or landscape. 
Some of the latter, notably the ex- 
cellent (15), harks back to the Blane 
Reiter; and (10) to French lyric 
abstraction of the Fifties. Hirsh 
mixes pen and gouache to great ef- 
fect and projects a highly individual 
artistic personalily of great 
decisiveness. 


Equally original, but less suc¢ess- 
ful in composition and less decisive 
in handling, are the oils of Aviva 
Blum, which seem to be based on 
bio-morphic forms, though they 
don't resemble anything in par- 
‘ticular, Some of her backgrounds 
are colour-no-colour; and her sur- 
faces tend to the scummy. Her in- 
taglio prints are far more efficient, 
but far less interesting. Blum 
originally studied at the Avni 
Institute. 

American-born Rachel Landes, 
who has been working here since 
1968, gets better with each showing. 
Her best abstractions have now 
moved towards the more-geometric 
school of paralle! forms and stripes 
that developed from Rothko and 
Newman, but there are still plenty 
of painterly edges and torn rice 
paper to vary texture and definition. 
Some of the collage gets a little 
pretly; I prefer her bolder, more 
austere works. An otherwise splen- 
didly made silk-screen, “Six Con- 
tainments” is somewhat marred by 
being wrongly related to the frame, 
as are several other works. Some of 
the pieces need framing to preserve 
their’sense of importance. The sub- 
jective tilles stuck {o the walls 
would have been better confined to 
a sheet of paper; they mar the 
presenialion. (Jerusalem Artists 
House).

THE HAUNTING story of Raoul 
Wallenberg is divided into two 
tiods. One lasted six months, dur- 
ing which he demonstrated what 
one man's courage and initiative 
could mean even in the context of 

the Holocaust. 

The length of the other period re- 
mains a puzzle. Perhaps Wallenberg 
is still alive, in a Soviet prison, 37 
years after his arrest by the Rus- 
sians. 

John Bierman, a journalist who 
made the impressive BBC 
documentary about Wallenberg 
screened on Israel TY some time 
ago, ends his detailed account with 
these words: “Is he still alive, 
somewhere out there in the Gulag 
Archipelago? On the evidence, 
maddeningly incomplete though it 
is, the answer surely has to be: quite 
possibly, he is. 

“as long as that possibility exists, 
it seems unthinkable that free men 
should abandon him to his fate.” 

Public interest in the Wallenberg 
affair has increased recently, as 
more people have become ac- 
quainted with the name of this 
Swedish aristocrat who took it upon 
himself to save Jews on a massive 
scale in Nazi-occupied Budapest, 
and who then mysteriously dropped 
out of sight, apparently the prisoner 
of the Russians. 

The increased public interest is 
sadly late. Even if Wallenberg 
should turn up alive, one can only 
speculate about his physical condi- 
tion and mental state after close to 
four decades incommunicado in 
Soviet institutions. 


THERE WERE times when a more 
sustained interest in his fale was cull- 
ed for but not forthcoming. During 
the months after Wallenberg's ar- 
rest in January 1945, there was a 
period of flux in which something 
might still have been done. Yet the 
Swedish ambassador in Moscow, 
Soderblom, found it convenient to 
accept the early Russian version 
that Wallenberg had died in some 
kind of an accident rather than 
press for 8. fuller accounting. 

In June that year Soderblom was 
granted an audience by Stalin. The 
self-satisfied ambassador reported 
to his Foreign Office that the Soviet 
leader, whom he found “fit and in 
vigorous good health,” impressed 
him as “especially agreeable.” 
Small wonder, then, that when the 
Wallenberg question came up, 
Soderblom played right inte Stalin's 
hands, He endorsed the Russian 
version, and observed: “I assume 
that the Soviet military authorities 
do not have any further reliable in- 
formation about what happened 
after that [1.6., the supposed ac- 
cudebt].”" 

It was about that time, according 
to evidence pieced together later, 
ἐρεῖ an NKYD commissar told Wal- 
lenberg in Lefortovo Prison:

trains between 14 May and 8 July.) 


WAS THERE something in Wal- 
lenberg’s own background that 
prepared him for his extraordinary 
role in fascist Hungary. Not ob- 
viously so. His father died before his 
birth, and as a child he was given 
love and attention. His education 
was overseen by his grandfather, a 
gentleman of the old school, who 
wanted Raoul to enter the dis- 
tinguished family banking business. - 

But Raoul chose to study 

architecture in the United States. 
He wrote to his grandfather: “A 
banker should have something of a 
judge in his makeup... I think | have 
the character for positive action, 
rather than to sit at a desk and say 
‘no’ to people.” (Incidentally, he 
stayed in Haifa for a while in 1936. 
He was a trainee at the Holland 
Bank branch which was directed by 
the late Erwin Freund, 8 family 
friend.) 

There was an air of excellence 
about him and he had an attractive 
yet unassuming manner. He had 
outstanding qualifications yet there 
was some uncertainty about the 
course of his career, which took him 
to a Stockholm-based export- 
import firm with contacts in Euro- 
pean cities, including Budapest. His 
name was , and readily 80- 
cepted, for the special rescue mis- 
sion. He was 31 when he arrived at 
the Swedish legation in Budapest in 
mid-1944, There the extraordinary 
period of his life began. 

Yosef Lapid, now director- 

eneral of the Israel Broadcasting 
Authority, told the author that his 
mother.was Laken away with other 
women by the Arrow Cross 
(Hungarian fascists) when he was 
13. He parted from her, aware that 
he would never seo her again. She 
suddenly returned a fow hours later. 
“She was alive and she was hugging 
and kissing me, and: she said one 
word: “Wallenberg.” δὲ 


“ἢ knew whom she meant,” Lapid_ 


went on, “because Wallenberg was 
a legend among the Jews. In the 
complete hell in which we lived, 
there was a saviour-angel 
somewhere, moving around... The 
women were being taken to the 
river when a car arrived and out 
stepped Wallenberg — and they 
knew immediately who it was, 
because there was only one such 
person in the world, He went up to 
the Arrow Cross leader and 
protested that the women were un- 
der his protection. They argued 
with him, but he must have had in- 
credible charisma, some great per- 
sonal authority, because there was 
absolutely nothing behind him, 
nothing to back him up. 

“He slood out there in the street, 
probably feeling the loneliest man 
in the world... They could have shot 
him in the street and nobody would 
have known. Ihstead, they relented 
and let the women go.” 


THERE WAS, actually, something 
behind him, but what he did with it 
was entirely of his own making. He 
used his official status lo mount a 
major rescue operation, and 
directed it with relentless energy, 
cunning and sheer nerve. Hundreds 
of Jews on his “staff” helped him in 
hig work. In an almosphere of chaos 
and brutality, he exploited the Nazi 
reverence for certificates, and drew 
on his skills to design and mass- 


- produce an impressive-looking 


Swedish passport, which extended 
its protection to thousands. He 
supervised protected houses at 
various locations, which were cram- 
med with persons seeking refuge 
from the Nazis, When the death- 
marches got under way, he would 
pull up in his black limousine, 
driven by his loyal chauffeur, 
Langfelder, confront the SS of- 
ficers, wave documents and employ 
his unique combination of bluff and 
authority.

ONE REASON John Biermun gives 
for the Russian arrest of Wallenberg 
as a spy is that his mission was simp- 
ly incomprehensible to them. From 
their totalitarian viewpoint, this 
humane and solitary person, whose 
only concern was to rescue Jews, 
was suspect. Wallenberg wanted lo 
discuss relief operations with the 
Russian forces advancing on 
Budapest. To his misfortune, he 
made the error of approaching them 
rather.than waiting patiently until 
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they took over the city. He made 
contact, and was taken into custody 
without delay. 

The history of the Russian posi- 
tions on the Wallenberg arrest is 
meagre indeed. However, it cuon- 
tains a major reversal. There is no 
question that a Soviet note to the 
Swedes on [6 January 1945, the very 
time he made contact, stated that he 
wus under Russian protection. [ἢ 
1947, the Foreign Minister, 
Vyshinsky, stuted that Wallenberg 
was not, and had never been, in 
Soviet territory. (His Swedish 
counterpart accepted this reply — 
would a Sovict Foreign Minister 
lie?!) 

Despile all previous denials, 
Gromyko stated in 1957 that Wal- 
jenberg had been a prisoner, but 
had died of a heart attack [0 years 
earlier αἱ the Lubianka Prison, The 
official Russian position has not 
changed since. 

The unolficial history of the Wal- 
lenberg affair is very different, and 
reuds like ut first-class thriller. There 
are reports of “‘sighlings” by, other 
prisoners, of communication with 
Wallenberg through tappings on 

cell walls. There was, for example, 
the stringe occurrence of 1947, 


when a number of prisoners who 
had some contact with Wallenberg 
were placed in solitary confine- 
ment, apparently in an effort to 
isolate those with sensitive informu- 


tion. 


Until the mid- and even late- 
Fifties, Bierman states, reports ob- 
tained from prisoners of war 
released by the Russians add up to 
concrete and specific evidence that 
Wallenberg was alive. In the early 
Sixties, a Russian professor in 
Moscow told a Swedish colleaguc 
that he knew Wallenberg had been 


in a mental hespital. 


Much later, during the Seventies, 
there are reports of Russian Jews 
who left the Soviet Union that he- 
was still alive. Bierman points out 
that this information is speculative 
and less reliable. Yet its stubborn 
recurrence prevents our writing sinis 


to this disturbing story. 


JOHN BIERMAN has done an 
impressive amount of research, ob- 
viously in conjunction with his TV 
documentary. But his text is 
weighed down by overmuch detail. 
It needed more colour, something 
more than the mere recounting of 
facts. There is admittedly something 
superhuman about Wallenberg, and 
there has been no personal informa- 
tion about him available since his

Asis, he has performed an Impor- 
tant service in assembling the rele- 
vant data, In addition, he points an 
accusing finger, especially at the 
emotionally uninvolved, over- 
cautious diplomatic establishment 
in Sweden.

There is still the question of why 
the Russians acted as they did (if we 
assume they have deceived the 
world all these years). Bierman sug- 
gests several reasons for the deten- 
tion of Wallenberg, but he does not 
sufficiently discuss Soviet motives 
in so consistently denying the whole 
affair. Maybe there is no rational 
explanation in Western lerms. The 
Russians, suys Bierman, “have a 
tradition — dating back to well 
before the Revolution — of burying 
people alive in their penal system 
rather than simply executing them."

Then Wodehouse's school stories 
were suddenly turned on their heads 
by the entry of Psmith, the 
inconoclast. From then on 
Wodchouse’s writing entered vast, 
sunlit gardens, peopled by some of 
the funniest characters ever created 
by any writer. 1 was Psmith who 
opened the magic door, like the key 
Alice found in Wonderland. 

Recognition did not come 
immediately. Wodehouse endured a 
stint of a couple of years as a com- 
pletely befogged bank clerk in Lom- 
bard Street, where his Latin, Greek 
and English literature availed him 
little, Still, the bank had its uses; it

American author abot whom 
warehouses of critical interpreta- 
tion have been produced — clear- 
headed und nonsensical alike. Now, 
20 years after the writer's death and 
40 years aftor the period which saw.

provided grist to Psmith’s mill. 
Leaving high fmance, he beeame a 
tree lance journalist, and trom then 
on never looked back. 

Almost ona whim, he went ofl to 
America — he himself uscnibed the 
molivation for his tip to his desire 
lo see such greal boxers as Corbelt, 
Jeliries, Tom Sharkey and Kid Me- 
Cay in the Mesh. He sturied 10 sell 
short stories for vist amounts οἱ 
dollars to American magazines, and 
so he stayed in New York. He 
remained on, und on, and on, pour- 
ing out slories, serials, novels. 


AND HE ALSO became a famous 
writer of lyrics tor Broadway shows. 
Green stresses very shrewdly that in 
England and the Dominions the role 
Wodehouse played in the develop- 
ment of musical comedy is com- 
pletely under-rated. In fact, he 
worked with Jerome Kern, Ira 
Gershwin and Guy Bolton, and he 
had a hand in 52 dramatic works 
over 50 yeurs, many of them 
Broudwuy successes. He provided a 
bridge trom W.S. Gilbert to Cole 
Porter over the saccharine stream 
of Austrian operettas — much ΟἹ 
the wit we enjoy to this day in 
musical comedies owes a deteren- 
tial nod in the direction of the 
memory of Wodehouse. 

Thus he lived in America and 
wrote mostly about aristocruts in 
England. Green analyses very 
acutely the effects of this dualism, 
how Wodchouse gradually moved 
Ins characters into 4 neyver-never- 
land in which everybody, on both 
sides of the Atlantic, could teel 
perfectly at home. In due course. 
French, Germans and others were 
fo enter that gracious region ol 
perpetual sunshine mixed with 
abundant moonshine. 

One curious side-elfect of 
Wodehouse going American noted 
by Green is the change in sport 
about which he wrote. in the carly 
books, characters play cricket, and 
sometimes rugby, and these sports 
are treated with the great reverence 
that Wodehouse undoubtedly leit 
for them. Searching for a game in 


. his books acceptable on poth sides 


of the Atlantic, he hit on golt. But 
his golf stories, among the funniest 
things he ever wrote, are irreverent: 
his people play them, as Green 
points out, to win a woman or a job 
or a railroad, instead of a cup. 

He had a very funny time in Hol- 
lywood, and got more material for 
his books from such creatures as 
Louis B. Mayer. All was going as 
merry as a marriage bell, till World 
War 11 broke out. 


THE WODEHOUSES were trap- 
ped at Le Touquet.

People like George Orwell and 
tain Sproat MP fought valiantly to 
clear Wodehouse, They were 
blocked by a curious although Ire- 
quent phenomenon — a Whilehall 
cover-up. As late as 1971, Edward 
Heath, then Prime Minister, retused 
to allow Sproat to sce the 
Wodehouse tile on the ground that 
it contained “material that was 
shocking and would remain clas- 
sified for years": Heath was so hor- 
rilied by it that he denied 
Wodehouse a knighthood. Eight 
years later, aller the tall of Heath 
and after Wodehouse was knighted 
in absentia — he never set fool again 
in England — Sproat got his hands 
on the file, And he found out the 
cause of the trouble — there was 


nothing whatsoever in it about _ 


Wodehouse's “treachery,” they 
were covering up for another 
British internee, whose name was 
blanked-out from the record on 
which Sproat got his hands. ὁ 

So Wodehouse was the sacrilicial 
lamb on the need of Whitehall to 
look after its own. Milne’s 
treachery, Green points out, 
provoked the only savage humour 
in all Wodehouse’s work, a lampoon 
on Christopher Robin. 

As Bertie Wooster, prompted by 
Jeeves, was wont to quote, inlo 
every life some rain must fall; the 
German incident was ἃ monsoon. 
But it was the only trouble I 
Wodehouse's long life, and it aid 
not sour the wells οἱ his humour and 
his art. h
